This office feels that the RGBegood 
drops : ..ere the most successful luj-ie effort against iu — 'aahooland to date. 
The equipment designed arid supplied by ZHLetal was one of Vie important 
factors in the success of the experiment.

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1. The proximity of ICl’rink to our target area placed the results 
of subject efforts in a rather ineffective position. This path between 
lODrink and 1C., 'aahoo is a veiy short one requiring frequencies below those 
frequencies commonly utilized by the international broadcast stations. 

2. i'roiii available intelligence reports, you vri.ll remember, it was 
determined that any frequencies below 6.0 kC -would be ineffective due to the 
lack of receivers of this range in tie target country. Similarly, it was 
determined that 10:30 a.m. would command the greatest audience. This time, 
with a minimum set frequency of 6.0 .--C represented a technical impossibility. 
The minimum frequency for this time was technically in the range of 3.5 - 5.0 
iv.CS. This was proven when the 6.0 kC signal was heard in HTExotic, thus 
completely skipping over the target area. 

3. Changing the broadcast time to 7:30 p.rn. local raised the required 
frequency somewhat but not sufficiently to assure anything like a reliable 
broadcast. The only solution to this winter problem was that of broadcasting 
during full daylight uours, avoiding dusk, night and dawn periods. This also 
resulted, however, in a rather limited audience. 



4. This summer's rath frequencies are within the range of most target 
receivers, except for vary late or early morning hours, le should not 
experience any undue difficulties in placing a signal into the target area at 
more optimum .listening tiir.es. 
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
